Unless the unusual comes to pass, 
unless there is a heavy soaking rain 
in April, the bean crop is going to be 
exceedingly short. 
The sugar beet 
outlook is not good, and not much of 
the barley will make grain. 
It has been at least fourteen years 
since the prospects for crops that de­ 
pend upon rains were so poor as they 
are right now. 
It has been a poor 
winter for crops in more ways than 
one. Dry and cold spells offset a lot 
of good done by the rains. 
The verdict has not yet been writ­ 
ten so far as the beans are concerned, 
but the chances for anything but an 
unfavorable outcome are not encpur- 
aging. Records show that there have 
been Aprils In which three inches of 
rain fell. 
Should this be an April of 
that kind, things will be upon a dif­ 
ferent plane entirely. The coming of 
foggy weather, however and the gen­ 
eral feel of the atmosphere have con­ 
vinced 
the 
old - timers, 
that 
the 
period 
in which rains may be ex­ 
pected has gone by. There probably 
will be showers along for the next 
month or six weeks, but they will 
more than likely be showers, not 
heavy rains, such as are needed to 
make a bean crop. 
There 
is 
some moisture 
in the 
ground in the area where dry fanning 
is in operation, but it does not go 
deep enough. There is a dry streak 
between the dampness below and the 
dampness above. 
What bean men 
need fbr a big crop is a rain that will 
dampen the earth clear down Lo the 
hold-over dampness. 
Watch tho Weather. 
A lot will depend upon the weather 
of tl^p next thirty days. Even with 
light'rains there will likely be enough 
moisture in the ground to make possi­ 
bly half a crop of beans, provided 
weather conditions In the summer are 
good. A shortage in rains followed 
by blistering spells in June, July or 
August would spell disaster so far as 
the bean crop is concerned. 
There is a portion of the bean land 
of the county that will be irrigated, 
and good crops may bo expected 
there’. 
However, the irrigated area 
is much, less limn the dry farming 
area. Conditions are reported worse 
for a lima bean crop in other portions 
of the state than they are here. Word 
received from Ventura county, where 
the beans are grown almost entirely 
upon dry farming grounds, where the 
surface of the ground is worked con­ 
tinuously to preserve the moisture, is 
that the crop is going to be away 
short unless unexpected heavy rains 
(Tome this month. 
“We are expecting to plant this! 
year,” said W. G. Mitchell, superin­ 
tendent of the Irvine Ranch, upon 
w'hich 25,000 acres 
are farmed to 
beans, "though prosi*ects are no! fav­ 
orable for a good crop.

LOCAL JOBS FOR LOCAL 
k 
MEN 


That tho problem of employment for 
returning soldiers is really a local 
problem is the conclusion of a special 
committee of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States which has 
been studying the matter for the last 
few months. As a result the national 
chamber has sent a call to local or* 
ganisations all over the country to 
give generous assistance in placing 
men in positions in their own corn­ 
in ani ties, either with former employ­ 
ers or with other employers In the 
lune town or county or state. 
fplaeement areae lee are aahed to 
look after the non-fefident mea who 
nip hunting for work. They should 
Sad out where web a man belongs, 
communicate t^i& tho employment 
bureau in hisdtm&nunity and, unless 
thfcfef are good reasons to the con­ 
trary', see to it that he is assured a 
position near his home and given fa­ 
cilities for reaching it. 
In other words, the slogan of the 
employment service and the chamber 
of commerce should he, "Local Jobs 
for Local Men." 
With every com- 
mlmity looking after its own effec­ 
tively and to the limit of its resources, 
tho maximum re-abaorhing capacity of 
the whole country will he set in mo­ 
tion 
The interest In the re-employment 
of these mAn is so general and so 
warmly felt that co-operation by every 
organisation that can help the work 
along is assumed beforehand. As great­ 
er experienced intelligence add effort 
are brought to bear on tho problem 
its solution may be more quickly and 
happily arrived at. 


promptly signified their willingness 
to do so provided Senator Reed would 
resign and run again at the same 
time, so that they could have a real 
campaign and thoroughly thresh out 
the issue.

A BORGEOIS UNION 


Something new in the form of an 
economic' organization has appeared 
in England. It is a union of the "bour­ 
geois" 
or middle-class 
people, for­ 
merly prosperous and contented, hut 
la recent yearn ground between the 
upper and nether millstones of the 
capitalists class and the laboring 
class. 
They are made up mostly of pro­ 
fessional men, small business men, 
school teachers, etc.—men who earn 
salaries" 
instead of "wages," and 
whose incomes have been getting 
smaller aa a result of rising prices 
charged for commodities and higher 
rates charged for labor. 
The other 
classes, in the main, have both been 
able to take care of themselves. The 
middle class has been the helpless 
pvyy of both of them- 
So the "Middle 
Class Union" is 
formed, professing these purposes: 
"To remove undue burdens resting 
upon the middle class, including the 
colt "of living. 
•T o protect the middle class against 
bureaucratic taffjndustrial tyranny. 
•"To combine far the common pro­ 
tection of those members of the com 
have no organization to 
their interests." 
Tho same class has been having 
hitrd sledding in Germany, for similar 
masons, though what the Germans 
•re doing about it few outsiders-know 
—or care. 
There Is no such distinctly marked 
"middle class" in America as in Eng­ 
land. We have very much the same 
of problem, however, pressing 
men and women whose salaries 
remained stationary, or nearly 
a* while the general price-level has 
risen menacingly. Will they, too, be 
obliged to organise after the manner 
of skilled labor? 


THE SOLIDER AND THE 
- 
LEAGUE 


One aspect of the League of Na­ 
tions question that has received sur­ 
prisingly little attention is the atti­ 
tude of the soldiers toward it. 
In 
view of the huge numbers of men ac­ 
tively engaged in the war and soon 
to return tocivilian life and influence, 
this is likely to he an important fac­ 
tor in the final decision. 
These men have not been confining 
all their attention to the fighting. Tn 
the long lulls of battle, and even dur­ 
ing hattfeT they have been doing a 
heap of thinking about the causes of 
war and national and international af-, 
fairs in general. Such is the testimony 
of Philip Gibbs, who is considered by 
many the ablest and most clear-sight­ 
ed war ^correspondent this conflict has 
produced, and who has made a thor­ 
ough, first-hand study of the British 
and French soldiers in the field. 
They have talked all these things 
over, he says. 
"They know how to 
express 
their desires 
in what will 
later he the most concrete kind of 
political 
action. ‘When 
they come 
home!’ That is the day toward which 
all statesmen are looking. There will 
be a new element to reckon with in 
politics.” 
And what will they do about this 
world federation business? Mr. Gibbs 
has no doubts about the troops with 
whom he has spent the last four years. 
"Both the French and the British 
soldiers have set their hearts on some 
form of a League of Nations. They 
want to get rid of the great conscript 
armies, of military service periods, of 
high taxes for armament, of secret 
diplomacy with its dirty little treaties. 
They say that all the nations of 
Europe have been driven by the Ger­ 
man menace to keep a barrel of gun­ 
powder in the cellar. They want that 
barrel of gunpowder taken out and 
blown up, and they don’t want a new 
barrel." 
And does anyone suppose that the 
American soldiers feel any differently 
about it? lf so, just ask them as they 
come back home!

wind velocity, barometric pressure, and the amount 
of rain falling come in from our 200 offices, we get 
a map ready and engrave lines on lithographers’.

the country. Also we put on little arrows showing 
the direction of the wind, with a circle on each, lf 
(he circle is empty, it’s clear; if It’s half black., T i 
partly cloudy, and if it s all black, it s cloudy. € 
, 
"Ibis map also shows the parts of the country 
where rain fell in the previous 24 hours. Then we 
6et up in type, the temperature at various places. 
Uke a proof of it and transfer it to the stone. Then 
the whole thing is printed in three colors and is dis­ 
tributed. so any one can see at a glance just what 
kind of weather it is in any part of the country. ^ 
"But that s only a small part of our work. 
We 
save shippers millions of dollars every year by our 
weather warnings. Every Saturday we issue a fore­ 
cast of the weather for the coming week. About 8 
or IO times out of a hundred we hit it wrong, but 
most of the time our forecasts can be depended on.**

Home for Mother and Young May Be 
Made of Waite Lumber or Goods 
lox*#—Small Pen Enables Hen to 
Have Exercise—How to Make Quar­ 
ters. 


Release from .the nest means free­ 
dom and liberty to the mother ben, 
and she is likely to take her young 
brood afield on a grasshopper or in­ 
sect hunt. Often the grass is wet and 
the showerbath which the youngsters 
receive in Journeying through the grass 
is likely to chill them so that they 
get sick and dip, especially in the case 
of the weaker chicks. 
Hence, it Is 
necessary to coop the hen in order to 
prevent her from taking such hikes 
with her flocks. 
Any style of coop which provides 
plenty of space, dry, ventilated quar­ 
ters, and which affords protection 
against rata and otlyer vermin in addi­ 
tion to facilities for dosing the house j 
at night, is satisfactory.

The detention coop for the hen may 
be made of waste lumber or dry goods 
boxes.

The bean situation in the United 
States a t the present time Is 
anomalous. 
The State of Cali­ 
fornia, and incidentally the Unit­ 
ed States, has 
tor 
many years 
adopted tho principle that the 
cheap labor of China and Japan is 
not an admirable addition to eco­ 
nomic conditions in the United 
States. The style of living of the 
American and the style of living 
of the Asiatic are so radically dif­ 
ferent that the American can not 
work beside him and continue his 
civilization. 
The average Asiatic 
does not consume one-third of the 
products of the world that the 
American considers a necessity. If 
.Japan and China have the right to 
introduce their labor into Ameri­ 
ca, then the American must re­ 
duce his methods of living to the 
Asiatic method of living. 
So for, 
many years the United States has 
restricted Chinese emigration, and 
has entered into a gentlemen’s 
agreement with Japan, that the 
Japanese citizen shall not come 
to the United States except upon 
certain agreed conditions. 
But with all this as an accepted 
principle, the United States gov­ 
ernment reasons 
far 
otherwise 
when it comes to dealing with the 
product of Japan. raised at home 
or in Asia. The bean history for 
the past few months is an exceed­ 
ingly 
interesting 
history. 
The 
bean man of California, and of the 
rest o f'th e United States, ought 
clearly to understand what has 
been done to him during the past 
six months. 
Long before the bean crop in 
the United States was harvested, 
the Food Administration 
issued 
its orders, directed to the bean 
raiser and to 
the 
bean 
ware­ 
houseman and to the bean buyer, 
that no contract should be made 
between the bean producer and 
the bean buyer before the time of 
harvest. 
The bean man at the 
same time was told to plant fully 
and industriously. As a loyal citi­ 
zen the bean producer obeyed the 
demand of the government, and 
made no attempt to contract his 
crop. 
The bear, 
buyer 
obeyed 
the government and made no at­ 
tempt to purchase his usual sup­ 
ply of the succulent bean. Mean­ 
while the federal 
bean 
agents 
were busy. 
They were working 
for the government at the rate of 
a dollar a year ai d perquisites, 
and they must make profits out 
of the perquisites. The Western 
Import Company was put in active 
operation, and the Albany Bean 
Warehouse Association went ac­ 
tively at work, not in the United 
States but in Japan and Manchur­ 
ia. and in all 
other 
localities 
where the bean is produced. They 
contracted 
large 
quantities 
of 
beans. 
lr. fad. they had ail tim 
beans I hat were available at the 
time of harvest 
in 
the* .United 


'uf 
Stat**. 
At bean , .hprv

States food agency through the 
Western Import Company and the 
Albany Bean Warehouse Company 
on the other hand were ready. 
They had a large amount of beans, 
Japanese and* Chinese and South 
American beans under contract, 
and they filled the United States 
warehouses, and the contract for 
beans 
to 
the 
utmost. 
Then 
there was no market for the na­ 
tive product. 
The United States 
bean went slowly down, from ll 
cents to IO cents, to 9 cents, to 8 
cents, to 7 cents, to 6*^ cents, 
where it now is. 
The men who 
were working 
for 
the 
United 
States at a dollar a year, make 
royal returns for 
their 
service. 
The Japanese at home was en­ 
riched by American gold, and the 
Chinese at home was enriched by 
American gold. 
Now this is bad for the Ameri­ 
can farmer. 
He begins lo think 
that dishonesty and lack of patri­ 
otism exist throughout tile ertire 
government. This is not the case. 
The only sin of the government 
was to act upon the principle that 
it could interfere with the general 
trend of trade, to the interest of 
the United States, and to the in­ 
terest of the 
American 
citizen. 
The thoughtful man can lay it 
down as a general principle that 
any arbitrary interference with 
the ordinary processes of trade 
even in war time, can and will be 
taken advantage of by the prof­ 
iteer, and conditions will be made 
worse, than though 
there 
had 
been no interference. 
Now the foreign beans are out 
of the way. however, and Ameri­ 
ca is looking to the home product 
for its food, the demand for beans 
is improving. 
More, the Amer­ 
ican bean is now going to Europe 
to supply the food demand that 
exists in Europe, and tile Ameri­ 
can bean will soon find a ready 
demand. 
But tor this it owes no 
thanks to the administration of 
the bean market by federal offi­ 
cials at a dollar per year, or to 
the lark of intelligent control of 
the bean market by honest federal 
officials. If it is desirable to shut 
out Asiatic labor from the United 
States, it certainly is not desir­ 
able to make orders that shall 
favor the consumption of Asiatic 
products in the United States. 
Meanwhile there are six months 
yet before the consumers of the 
world before there will be an­ 
other crop of beans, and during 
this time the bean platter will be 
licked quite clean.

This can best be accomplished when 
the furrow-manure system is used and 
eliminate the necessity to r piling the 
manure in big heaps where it frequent 
ly fire-fangs and deteriorates in value, 
while waiting for suitable conditions 
to broadcast it. 
Burying—With the 
furrow-manure 
method the manure can 
be buried 
promptly and deeply enough to reach 
the feeding root xone. 
Under these 
conditions, lf it is kept moist and un­ 
disturbed, it seems that the citrus 
feeding roots develop most vigorously. 
This condition Is soon reflected in the 
improved growth and color of the fol­ 
iage of the trees. 
Moisture—If proper 
irrigation 
is 
practiced the bunches of manure in 
the furrows can be maintained in a 
uniformly moist condition throughoi# 
the entire season. This favorable and 
uniform moisture condition is prob­ 
ably one of the factors which 
has 
largely contributed to the good results 
obtained from the use of this method. 
Of course lf enough manure is broad­ 
casted and plowed under to a good 
depth it seems likely that this uniform 
moisture condition might be maintain­ 
ed in the soil 
as 
a 
whole. 
The 
amount of manure necessary to ac­ 
complish this object under the broad­ 
cast system with some soils would be 
very large, and owing to the expense 
involved might be prohibitive under 
many conditions. 
Furthermore, 
it 
seems probable that such excessive 
manuring might be detrimental 
to 
fruit production. 
One suggestion accounting for the 
beneficial results from the use of this 
method is that it may not be desir­ 
able to fertilise all of the orchard soil 
alike. It is based upon the theory of 
providing 
varied 
conditions 
from 
which the roots may secure plant food 
even as animals thrive upon a diet. 
W hether this theory is sounff or not 
we a>re not able to say, but It Is at 


ranches

every year. 
Much of this loss can probably be sav­ 
ed by the use of manure pits. 
The 
size and arrangement of the manure 
pits will depend upon the orchard area, 
the quantity of manure or other organ­ 
ic materials available for storage or 
composting, and other factors. 
The 
Arlington Heights Fruit Company of 
Riverside maintains several 
manure 
pits at various convenient places 
in 
their orchards. 
They are 
arranged 
tw’o in a place so that one can be emp­ 
tied while the other is being filled. A 
pit sixty feet long by forty feet wide 
and with an average depth of four 
feet will hold about 10,000 cubic feet 
of manure, or enough for fertilizing 
about 1000 trees. Frequently, gypsum 
or superphosphate is used in the man­ 
ure pits, mixed with the manure, in 
order to help preserve the volatile 
ammonia which otherwise might be 
lost. Personally, we believe that with 
the furrow-manure system the manure 
should be distributed aa soon as it is 
available. 
We can draw upon the experience 
of the Bahian orchardists and predict 
that It may prove to be advisable in 
California, wherever possible, to main­ 
tain some livestock in connection with 
the growing of citrus crops. Some of 
the California citrus growers 
have 
already adopted this plan 
whereby 
they hope eventually to secure 
the 
necessary manure for their orchards 
at a reasonable cost. One of the lead­ 
ers in this work is the W. H. Jameson 
Comparty of Corona who have estab­ 
lished a stock ranch of about the same 
area as their citrus property, primar­ 
ily with the object of securing ade­ 
quate supplies of good manure for 
feeding their citrus trees.

all 
citrus growers are located so that they 
can include stock feeding in their op­ 
erations. In tnese c*ses it will prob­ 
ably be necessary to continue to buy 
manure or substitutes for it. Further­ 
more, in many cases it may not be pos­ 
sible to produce on the 
ranch 
any 
large proportion of the fertilizers need­ 
ed in the orchard. 
Nevertheless,

seems to us that as a m atter of econ­ 
omy and thrift it should be the object 
of every grower to produce on

Departm ent of Agriculture. 
Statistics 
show that the annual average yield of 
surplus honey to the colony is ex 
ceedingly low, and when compared 
with the averages of the better bee­ 
keepers it is inexcusably low and in­ 
dicates 
unsatisfactory 
management 
due to neglect or to ignorance. 
A casual survey of beekeeping prac­ 
tices makes it evident that the great­ 
est cause of this 
low 
production is 
lack of care during the critical periods 
of the year. 
Broadly, the beekeeping 
year may be divided into two distinct 
periods—the period of preparation for 
the honey flow and the period of the 
honey flow. 
During each the prob­ 
lems are different and may be clearly 
defined. 
Usually there is only one 
period of preparation, which begins 
at the end of the honey flow in tile 
fall and lasts until the main honey 
flow the succeeding year. However, 
where there is more than one main
